TEXAS FEVER WAS THE CAUSE. 



Still Some Wa*hln K ton Officials Think Tlint 
It Ik a Retaliatory Measure Against the 
United State* Ilecaune of the IMscrinil- 
nation In the Sugar Schedule or the Tar- 
iff Bill. 

Berlin, Oct. 81.- The prohibition 
against tho lauding of American cattle 
and American dressed meat, announced 
by a decree of the Hamburg seuate on 
Saturday last, was exttmded yesterday 
to every port of Germany. 

WASHINGTON OFFICIALS SURPRISED. 
Secretnry Morton Interviewed on the 
Startling Announcement. 

Washington, Oct. 31. — Thoauronnce- 
ment by the Associated Press that the 
embargo placed upon American cattle 
by the senate of Hamburg hud been ex- 
tended to the length of an exclusion of 
American cattle and dressed meat from 
every purt of Germai./ was received 
with surprise by department officials 
yesterday. 

Th.it rhe Texas fever was merely a 
ground which Germany could adopt for 
enforcing retaliatory measures against 
the United htutos because of the sup- 
posed discrimination against German 
interest in the sugar schedule of the 
tariff Lull, was the prevalent impression. 
The < Jcrniau ambassador, however, as- 
sured tne secretary of state yesterday 
that the measure of exclusion was in- 
spired solely by sanitary reasons, and 
had no politic*) motive behind it. Gov- 
ernment offioUli are obliged to take this 
view of the case, siutM any other view 
might HMD a reflection upon the am- 
bassador. 

Se.vctary Morton' who has jnst re- 
turned to this city from a trip abroad, 
had a consultation with Secretary 
Gresham about the matter yest rday 
before the stringent measures just 
adopted were known. He assure.! Sec- 
retary (1 null Sill that the exportation of 
Texas fever into Germany by American 
cattle was altogether improoable if not 
impossible, acoording to the opinions of 
the experts of the departments who 
have devotoil much time to investigating 
the disease during the past year, and 
said that he was confident that the sup- 
posed discovery of Texas fever was a 
mistake. 

When the Associated Press dispatch 
from Berliu was shown to the secretary 
of agriculture he expressed surprise. 
The exclusion of dres : . (1 meats he was 
at a loss to understand, because they 
are all insjiectjd by competent govern- 
ment officials in tiiis country before tiiey 
are shipped. itxas fever, moreover, 
can be earned only by live cattle. The 
live oattle exported from this country 
are also inspm ted at the. port of ship • 
incut to see that they are not di.-eased. 

Secretary .Morton suid ho had nc 
doubt that the (iernmu olficials Info ail- 
ed to act iu the interests of the public 
health m excluding American Ottitla, as 
the sanitary regulations of that country 
are nnnsOAUy stringeut upon all mat- 
ters. The -ecretary thinks that the 
damage to be inflicted upon American 
interests by this action is greatly over- 
estimated, as our exports of meat t< 
Germany is comparatively light. From 
his observation on his recent trip. Sec 
retary Morton is convinced that the 
exportation of live cattle can not bo 
made to pay as well as shipping dressed 
meats. The establishment of increased 
facilities for shipping meats in cold 
storage, he thinks, will 
the American business. 

Dr. D. E. Salmon, chief of the bureau 
of animal industry, said: "Admitting, 
for the sake of argument, that tho cat- 
tle which ani landed in Germany are 
infected with Texas fever, there is no 
longer danger to tho Germau cattle, be 
cause even iu this country cattle with 
this disease do not communicate it to 
other animals. The disease is not com 
niuuicated directly from one animal to 
another, but animals from a certain dii 
trio) in the southern purt of the United 
States are able to infect pasture , and 
peuB in which they happen to be placed 
within 30 days from the time they leave 
this infected district. Animals which 
contract the disease obtain tho infection 
from these pens and pastures, and not 
directly from other cattle. 

"The cattle whicli are sick do not in 
feet the grounds or pens, and, conse- 
quently, are not dangerous to other an- 
imals. This has been proved by many 
vearsof experience in tho United .States. 
The conveyance of Texas fever in 
dressed meat is impossible. These ani- 
mals thus diseased do not fall sick at all 
themselves. They simply carry tho 
ticks. The ticks drop off and lay their 
eggs and die. Those eggs must lie on 
ground a cortuiu length of time before 
they hatch. Then the young lie t bare a 
certain length of time before they get 
on the cattle and another length of 
time elapses before th;y produce the 
disease." . 

Badly Injured While Blasting. 

Versailles, Ind., Oct. 81.— Dr. P. C. 
Sweezey, Populist candidate for repre- 
sentative, was badly injured while 
blasting his well with an explosive ho 
mode himself. He lost his thumb and 
one finger, aud an arm is mangled and 
broken, and will probably have to be 
amputated. His fac e is badly disfigured 
and he is internally injured. His r* 
covery is arcbtful.

FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED. 

Three I'nliiio wn Mm Who Were Mealing 
u BMe Were InsSMiUj Killed. 
Wiu.iAMHl'ORT Pa., Oct. 31.— As tho 
result of a wreck ou the Leach Greek 
railroad at au early hour yesterday 
morning, three persons were instantly 
killed and one was fatally Injured.

l'ouug Brethauer says he was bond- 
ing over a .-howcase full of watches in 
the rear of tiie room when two men an* 
terei the eleior. One of them carried a 
revolver in Ins hand and the other was 
armed With a pie e of lead pipo about 
two feet long. The jeweler was com- 
manded to throw up his hands, which 
ho was not slow in doing. The two 

men ordered him into the vault, the 

door of which stoeKl open. Brethauer 
demurred and one of the men, he says, 
caught him by the; throat, threw him 
into the vault cud pushed tho (nor 
shut. 

The thieves then proceeeledto ransack 
the showcases aud scoop the watches 
into a guiiiiysacK.

8t. PmMMia, Oct. 31.— The latest 
disputed from Livudia confirms the pre- 
vious ones announcing a marked change 
for the we^rse in the czar's condition. 
The most pronounced symptoms are 
those of congestion of the lobe of his 
left lung, greutly increased coughing 
aud raising of blood. The disuatch adds 
thut his majesty*! condition is extreme- 
ly dangerous. 

A private telegram from Yalta says 
that the doctors in attendance on his 
majesty held an unusual long consulta- 
tion last night. The emperor is con- 
scious aud able to converse with the 
doctors and his relatives. The czarina 
never leaves the sickroom. 

His majesty suffers heroically and 
makes no complaint. Monday ho tried 
to attend to state papers and letters but 
was obliged to stop by violent fits of 
coughing, which lasteid some hours. 
The coughing was accompanied by in- 
tense pain, und then blood appeared iu 
the phlegm, the doctors were undecided 
at first as to whether the blood was 
from the throat or lungs. The cough 
continued all night. The czar made no 
attempt to return to his bed but re- 
mained in his armchair. 

Dr. Zacharin is of the opinion that a 
portion of the clotted blood got into the 
left lung and produced inflammation. 
It is Imped now that the clot may get 
absorbed, otherwise breathing Mill 
seriously be impeded. 

When the doctors went to his room at 
the usual time last night his majesty 
declined to receive them until 0 o'clock. 



Prince of Wale* OoIiik to Livadla. 

London, Oct. 31. — At tho urgent re- 
quest of the czarina, which was re- 
ceived at Marlborough house yesterday 
afternoon, the Prince and i'riucess of 
Wales started this morning feir Livudia, 
and will travel night and day until they 
get there.

SPANISH MINISTRY RESIGN. 

A Cabinet Crisis Which Will lie Found tu 
He imilcult of solution. 

MaMUP, Oct. 31.— As a result of the 
cabinet council held yesterday tho min- 
isters have tendered their resignations. 
Minister BagMta has gone to inform tho 
queen regent of tho action of the cabi- 
net. It is believed that the crisis will 
be found to be difficult of solution. 

Though the causes that have led to 
the resignation of the hpauish ministry 
can not at present bo positively stated, 
it is pretty sale to a -same that the crisis 
was partly precipitated by colonial 
questions. The government recently

This 
project was strenuously opposed by 
Sen .r Maura, the colouial minister, but 
his colloague-s persisted in carrying out 
the arrangement and flanor Maura re- 
signed.

SMOTHEREDBY SMOKE 

Seven Lives Lost In a Tene- 
ment House Fire. 



ONE WOMAN FATALLY BURNED. 



rrnbably Forty IVople Asleep In the Build- 
ing nt the Time the Fire Started— The 
Fire Was (Jnlckly Subdued, bnt Not Un- 
til the Deadly Work Had Been Done. 
Niiiue. or the Victims. 
New Yokk, Oct. 81.— Seven persons 
were burned to death at 3:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning in a fire in the 5- 
Btory tenement, 210 West Thirty-second 
Btrcot. Four were found dead on the 
third floor roar and three on the fourth 
floor. 
The dead are: 
Annie Applebat, afrod 22. 
George Friedman, aged 4. 
Mrs. Margaret Killian, aged 70. 
Jacob Killian, aged 40, son of Mrs 
Killian. 

(ieorgo Lovey, aged 20, [jraudsou of 
Mrs. Killian. 

Mrs. Lena Mitchell, aged 24, a cousin 
of Mrs. Lena Friedman. 

In Koosevolt hospital a victim of tho 
fire, Mrs. Lena Friedman, aged 28, who 
tried in vain to save her life by jumpiu 
from a third-story window, is lying fa- 
tally hurt. 

The flames flashed with marvelous 
rapidity from the collar to the roof of 
the tenement house. Smoke filled the 
entire house. Just what caused tho fire 
to start up so suddenly at a timo when 
the tenants of the house were asleep is 
not known. Tho only thing definitely 
known at present is that tho fire started 
in the rear portion of the cellar. 

Tho flames shot up tho stairways with 
startling speed. Tho house contaiuod 
seven families, two on each floor, ex- 
cept the top story, where the janitress, 
Mrs. Eberwein, lived alone. There were 
probably 40 persons asleep in the house 
when the fire started, and prompt action 
alone saved many from death. 

The escape of tho Foudiller family 
was very narrow. Adolph, aged 17, 
was tho first to awaken. He was near- 
ly stified with the smoke, but, crawling 
to the window, opened it and then 
aroused the rest of tho family. 

The other faniiljps on tho upper floors 
in tho front portion of the buiiding 
were aroused by the smoke or the 
shouts of tho pooplo in the street below. 

Mrs. Jacob Smith rushed out on the 
Are escape on tho first floor, and jumped 
to the sidewulk. She escaped with a 
few slight bruises, and her husband, 
who followed her, was equally for- 
tunate. 

Mrs. Foudiller, who was carrying a 
baby in her arms, passed tho child to 
her husbund on tho second floor Are es- 
cape. Her act probably saved the baby's 
lite, for as she stepped on the first floor 
fire escape her foot slipped and sho fell 
on the shoulder of a policeman, uourly 
knocking him from his position on the 
box. He managed to hold her and 
lauded her safe on the sidewalk. 

All of those in the front of tho houso 
escaped, but While they were being res- 
cued u tragedy was being enacted in the 
rear apartments on the second floor, 
where Nathan Friedman, a poor fur- 
rier, was making a mad fight to save 
his family and himself from death. Ho 
awoke to find his bedroom full of smoke, 
and picking up Esther, the youngest of 
their three children, a babe of four 
months, Friedman made his way to the 
hull door. 

The llaines had reached that floor and 
the lire drove him blistered und half 
fainting from tho intense heat to the 
kitchen. He aroused his wile and bode 
her follow him, but the M'oman become 
hysterical and did not obey. Friedman 
made his way to a corner window, near 
which a slender iron ladder ran from 
tho yard to tho roof. Ho rapidly de- 
scended tho ladder, expecting that his 
wife would follow, but hardly hod he 
reached the ground when he hoard her 
scream. 

The poor man turned around just in 
time to see tho form of his wifo shoot 
downward from tho window of tho 
kitchen. Mrs. Friedman struck the 
bottom of the collar area. Strange to 
say, she sustaiued no broken bonos. 
Her clothing, however, was ablaze and 
before it could bo extinguished the un- 
fortunate woman was probably fatally 
burned. 

Meantime engines had been flooding 
the house with water, and in an hour 
the fire had been extinguished and tho 
house cleared of smoke. Then the fire- 
men made a tour of tho rooms. The 
two Friedman children, Ooorgo and 
Levi, were found lying dead, side by 
side, in their bed, just as they had 
fallen asleep the night before. In a 
bedroom in the Friedman apartment 
were tho bodies of Lena Mitchell, a 
cousin of Mrs. Friedman, and Anna 
Applebat, who boarded with thefamily. 
Neither of the girls had moved, ap- 
parently, uud their faces looked peace- 
ful. 

( )n the floor above Jacob Killian was 
found lying doubled up alongside of his 
bed. 

Aged Mrs. Killian had died just as 
she slept, and a peaceful smile rested 
on the furrowed face. 

The remains of the dead were re- 
moved to the Thirty-soventh street po- 
lice station. 

Seurecy Mound Over to the Grand Jury. 

Fkkdekicksbuko, Va., Oct. 31. — 
Charles J. Searcey, tho train roblier, 
was photographed yesterday in the jail. 
He was then taken in a carriage by 
Sheriff Kennedy of Stafford county to 
Falmouth, in tho county of Stafford, 
and brought before Justice Randolph C. 
Fitzhugh, for a preliminary examina- 
tion. Searcey waived examination and 
the case was Bent on to the grand jury 
and Searcey recommitted to the jail in 
Fredericks burg. 

Death of Dr. Peterion. 

Asbuky Park, N. J., Oct. 81. — Dr. 
Peterson of Philadelphia, who had been 
here during the summer, died yesterday 
from apoplexy. He was 82 years old. 
Dr. Peterson was at one time associated 
with the late George W. Childs, under 
the firm of Peterson & Childs. His only 
daughter is Mrs. George W. Childs. 



TWO DEAD, ONE INJURED. 

ftawmlll Boiler Suddt-nly Lets Go at Fark- 
..!.„,«, W. Va. 

Parkkhhburq, Oct. 81.— An awfnl 
explosion, that oarriod death and suffer- 
ing into thiee homes, occurred at 12, 
noon, hero yesterday. Kreps' sawmill, 
across the Kanawha from here, blew up, 
wrecking the null and instantly killing 
John A. Kreps, one of the owners, ami 
S»muel Jones, a workman, and fatally 
injuring Jamos Mount. Kreps' head 
wus torn from his shoulders. 

The cuuse of tho explosion is not fully 
known. Kreps was ouo of the most 
popular young men in the city, and his 
death is universally mourned. The ex- 
plosion was heard all over the city, and 
groat excitement prevailed. 

Ex-Gnvernor P^oiteTKnookea Out. 

Columbus,, O, Oct. 31.— A decision 
bv the supreme court yesterday in tiie 
case of Charles Foster vs. Oeorgo W. 
Ernest etal., virtually knocked ex-Guv- 
ernor Foster out of $13,255. Foster 
took as security a mortguge on land in 
Hautwk county, which wus already 
mortgaged to its full value. Ho sought 
to make his claim a prior one, but the 
supreme court is against it. 

Two Separate Itallro.ul Kllllng-p. 

DlLA.WA.H8, O., Oct. 81.— John Gan- 
non and John O'DoHMU wero killed by 
different trams on the Big Four rail- 
road. The first was run over on ac- 
count of not being seen through the 
dense fog and the latter was caught by 
a freight in attempting to ovade a pas- 
senger train. 

Two Little Moons of Mart. 

Tho two moons of Mars, Doinios and 
Phobos, were observed at the observa- 
tory at Flagstaff on Sept. 10. Doinios, 
the outer one, is the smaller, being, it 
is estimated, about six miles in diame 
ter, while its companion is slightly 
larger, some soven miles in diameter, 
tho entire surfaco of either of them be- 
ing not more than tho area of some 
great farms in tho far west. 

Tho possibility of seeing such small 
objects so great a distance is a triumph 
of modern optics, they being observed 
at a distanco of more than 40,000,000 
miles. A home comparison would be 
the seeing of a two inch ball at a dis- 
tance equal to that between Boston aud 
New York. — Boston Transcript.
